223 Jewish Refugees 
Drown As Reef Hit; 
Sixty Are Children

ISTANBUL. Funeral services 
were held at Silviri Monday for the 
103 recovered bodies of the 223 
Jews who drowned last Thursday 
when the small, leaky sailing vessel 
Salvator on which they had been 

| forced by the Bulgarian authorities 

to sail for Palestine broke up on a 
reef in the Sea of Marmora. 

| Representatives of the Istanbul 
Jewish community proceeded to Sil- 

| viri to care for the approximately 

| 150 survivors, with the aid of the 

Turkish authorities. 

Turkish magistrates opened an 

| inquiry into the case and the cap- 

tain of the ship was detained by the 
| police. The captain said he had 
protested to the Bulgarian authori- 
ties against being forced to sail, but 
was told, “You must start.” 

One of the survivors, a journalist, 
told newpapermen: “The Bulgarian 
authorities insisted cn our depar- 
ture and refused to allow us time 
to prepare for the voyage. The ship 
had neither cabins nor _ bunks. 
Cramped together, we were driven 
aboard, towed out into the Black 
Sea by a tug and abandoned to our 
fate.” 

The ship stopped at Istanbul, the 
journalist said, then headed for the 
sea of Marmora, where the vessel 
van on a reef during the night, Be- 
fore the passengers -had.timeto 
launch the one lifeboat aboard, the 
ship. broke up, throwing its pas- 
sengers into the raging sea. 

The dead, who included some 60 
children, were all Jews expelled 
from Dobruja after Bulgaria had 
recovered that territory from Ru- 
mania. The Salvator was a 60-ton 
sailing ship with a small auxiliary 
motor. The survivors were unani- 
mous in praise of the pilot, who 
swam ashore naked and ran several 
miles to the village of Silviri to 
bring aid. Most of those washed 
ashore had lost their meager pos- 
sessions and their papers.

The thick vines on house walls turn into a scarlet 
plaster of blossom, and the barbed wires fences disappear beneath 
the clustered purple suns of passion flowers. Days are clear and 
sunny and balmy; nights are pleasantly crisp, and the moon and 
stars seem to come right down through the clean-washed sky for a 
visit to earth. 

In this delicious season, Tel Aviv and the Jewish quarters of 
other Palestinian cities take on the same kind of festive air we 
associate with Christmas in America. The shops blossom out with 
toys and gifts and Chanukah specials and window decorations and 
there is frenzied shopping and gift wrapping, for Palestine Jewry

enorahs Make A Sea of Light .......A CHANUKAH STORY IN THE PAST TENSE, .,.... By ROMAN ROBODIN 


makes Chanukah a season of giving. The innumerable drives for 
charities, national funds and the like, which are an inescapable 
part of life in the Jewish National Home, put on extra workers and 
go into high gear. And on the tops of synagogues and public build- 
ings, big Menorahs appear, thrusting their eight arms skyward. 
Palestine observes to the full the Talmudic injunction to place the 
Chanukah lights outdoors. 
HEN comes the evening when, as the sun goes down, the first of 
these rooftop lights go on and flash a reply to the neighborly 
stars. The Menorah atop the Great Synagogue in Tel Aviv can be 
seen for miles across the level plains of Sharon, while the one on 
the Reading power station of the Palestine Electric Corporation at 
the mouth of the River Yarkon shines far over the sea informing 
mariners that this is a Jewish port. In fact, last winter the great 
Menorah on the power house served as a beacon for a shipload of 
Jewish refugees, guiding them to a haven on Tel Aviv beach. 

The big rooftop Menorahs are reflected in tens of thousands of 
windows of Jewish homes. Chanukah is one of the holidays that is 
observed enthusiastically by all Palestine’s Jews, pious or not, be- 
cause of its obvious nationalist importance. For the children espe- 
cially, it becomes an occasion for exaltation of Zionist patriotism. 
There are few schools or kindergartens or playgrounds that fail to 
build a large part of their program for weeks before the holiday 
around the heroic story of the Maccabean revolt. 

The most impressive of all the events of the holiday week, in 
fact, is the children’s “parade of light” in Tel Aviv. In the late 
afternoon from every school in the city the pupils march, each with 
a little Menorah in hand, joining to form a procession of thousands

World Without Jews 

























































the Nazis of Norway have started a drive against 
Norwegian Free Masons because there are not 
enough Jews in Norway for a lusty anti-Semitic 
campaign. 


It seems that for a properly organized hate cam- 
paign you’ve got to have a lot of Jews in a 
country. Otherwise your efforts to cause division 
in the country you are trying to conquer may fail. 

Lacking Jews, your ingenuity must contrive 
substitutes. You may take up roller-skaters. A 
lot of people don’t like skaters rolling noisily over 
their sidewalks and if you are a skillful organizer 
you can get together quite a crowd of people who 
hate roller-skaters. You can cause a lot of dis- 
cussion by a well-directed campaign. As the 
minds of the people grow more and more furious 
against roller-skateers you get in your own dirty 
work toward undermining the nation. 

I have in mind, too, the value of snorers as 
people upon whom to visit organized hate. Near- 
ly everybody knows someone who snores. The 
thousands .who travel in sleeping cars are espe- 
cially people who could be organized against 
snorers. 

It could be easily pointed out that snorers are 
in a conspiracy against the economic welfare of 
the nation. They keep traveling salesmen awake 
in the sleeping cars with the result that next 
morning the salesmen are in no mood to pursue 
their trade with the zest required in a competitive 
system. 

Yes, snorers are in a conspiracy against the 
competitive system and there is no telling how 
far an astute leader might go in a campaign 
against them. He might divide the nation between 
snorers and anti-snorers. Since nobody admits 
he snores he would shortly have a majority be- 
hind him. Then he would be ready to seize control 
for the ostensible purpose of suppressing all 
snorers. 

a * * 

One need only think hard and a variety of good 
substitutes for Jews will suggest themselves. 
The ingenious Nazis in occupied Norway, at first 
troubled to have so few Jews to work on, at last 
took up Free Masons. The Masons are a brother- 
hood and brotherhood has nothing to do with 
boundaries. It may embrace even a lowly Pata- 
gonian; it may scorn to kill even a Chinese. 
Therefore, Masons are not patriots but conspira- 
tors plotting to establish a brotherhood of man all 
around the world. Internationalists! They were 
the best substitutes for Jews that Nazis could 
think of at the moment. 

Yet Nazis must feel that Masons are inadequate 
ersatz—like saccharine tablets in place of sugar, 
or like soybeans in place of coffee, or like any of 
the other substitutes to which Nazis have had to 
resort since the war began, 

The Nazis in Norway must look back fondly to 
the time when they had plenty of Jews to feed on 
in Germany—Jews to kill, Jews to beat with 
truncheons, Jews to torture in concentration 


| READ that it is reported from Stockholm that | 








camps. But they make the best of the matter and, 
like the well-regulated Nazis they are, do what 
they can with Masons. 

But, as they do their best or worst with Ma- 
sons, they must reflect on a dreadful possibility in 
the new world order which they are establishing: 
A new world order without any Jews! If all Jews 
are to be eliminated the most convenient people 
to blame everything on will be gone. The situa- 
tion in Norway underlines this possibility. 

If all Jews are to be sequestered, say in Mada- 
gascar, so that they will have no part in the world, 
Nazis will have no one to hold responsible for 
wars but themselves, no one but themselves to 
blame for defeats, no one to blame for the poverty 
of Germans. 

When that time arrives nostalgic Nazis will 
recall the happier day when they could put all 
their own sins, vices and pains on Jews and feel 
stronger on that account. It made a Nazi feel 
superior to think that no evil that happened to 
him was of his own making but was due to the 
conspiracies of the Jews. 

* - * 

The Norway situation should give pause to the 
higher Nazis as they go about their business of 
building a new world without Jews. Suddenly 
they have come to an embarrassing shortage of 
Jews even before their new world is completed. 

A far-sighted fuehrer should take into account 
the posibility of the new world crumbling even as 
old worlds have. When the people arise and blame 
it all on his rapacity, on his cruelty, his perverse- 
ness against everything decent, what will his de- 
fense be if there are no Jews? 

Then he will gaze vainly across the continents 
to the distant island where he put the Jews to 
keep them out of his world. 

“The Jews,” he begins by force of an old habit— 
but the people give out hollow laughter from the 
emptiness of their bellies; for it is quite awhile 
since the last Jew was shipped out of the new 
world order. 

He may point to roller-skaters, to snorers, to 
soup-inhalers or to other groups of people who are 
disliked, but the country has had to live long 
enough on substitutes: paper for overcoats, dogs 
for beef, grass for sauerkraut. The people will 
accept no substitute for Jews. 

The fuehrer, with no Jew to lean on, falls! 

As they go about to build and furnish their 
new world it may occur to the higher Nazis to 
keep at least one Jew in it against the time of 
crisis. He may be some conspicuous Jew—some 
Einstein, some Nobel prize winner, some phy- 
sician, some musician who by reason of his 
achievements is sure to be hated by enough Ger- 
mans. 

Then when crisis comes to the new world the 
fuehrer may say: “This Jew! This Einstein! His 
cunning intimacy with the universe! He fomented 
this conspiracy of the universe against us!” 

The howling of the mob subsides. The fuehrer 
leans heavily on the last Jew and keeps on stand-

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Jewish Football Greats 
All In Line This Year 


MANY PLAYERS IN BOWL GAMES JEWISH, 
NATIONAL SURVEY SHOWS 
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By MORRIS WEINER 


As the 1940 football season goes swinging down memory lane 
with only the New Year’s Day bowl games and the East-West scrap 
left on the calendar as mighty anti-climaxes to a season that was 
marked with stirring gridiron thrillers, it’s high time to take stock 
of the Jewish situation in the pigskin world. Unfortunately, during 
the 1940 campaign, no Hebrew footballer was sufficiently outstand- 
ing in the backfield to rate national prominence though there were 
many to attain sectional honors. On the line, as in previous years, 
the reputation earned by the Jews on the forward wall again was 
equaled if not improved, Time was when a football season that had 
just ended could boast of such national headliners as Barney Mintz 
and Benny Lom and Dave Smukler or Sid Luckman and a Marshall 
Goldberg. They were all-American on everybody’s selections. Not 
so this season. 

However, such stalwarts as Captain Ackerman of the Tennessee 
Volunteers will lead his undefeated eleven into action against Bos- 
ton College on New Year’s Day in the Sugar Bowl down in New 
Orleans. Ackerman was the unanimous choice for center on the 
All-South selections and he rated only a few notches below Captain 
Frick of the University of Pennsylvania who was the A. P.’s choice 
for snapper-backer. Ed Frutig of the Michigan Wolverines won 
hands down as a unanimous selection for a wing-post spot and as 
a wing-commander. Ed will play in the East-West game the first 
of the year with his teammate, Tom Harmon, for the Shriners’ 
charity fund. 


Mendelsohn Penn Mainstay 


Irving Mendelsohn was one of the east’s outstanding guards and 
although a diminutive figure on the mighty forward wall of the 
Quakers from the University of Pennsylvania, he was one of the 
mainstays in a line that cracked only once during the past season 
and then only under the gargantuan batterings of Tom Harmon of 
Michigan. Mendelsohn was voted the best line player in the recent 
Cornell Penn grid classic. He too will play in the East-West game 
at San Francisco with his teammate, Frank Reagan. Frutig and 
Mendelsohn, who battered each other for sixty minutes in the 
Penn-Michigan tilt, will now be buddies as will Tom Harmon and 


_ Frank Reagan. 


Hall Schwartzkopf of the Nebraska Cornhuskers has been out- 
standing at the guard spot throughout the past season. He is the 
prairie’s contribution to the big guns among Jewish football heroes 
this season. Morris Moshofsky, left tackle, and Ben Jacobson, 
center, both from Oregon State, are part of the far western con- 
tingent that must come in for their share of glory. Also from the 
slopes of the far west, throughout the last three months, came 
glowing reports of Al Cohen, the brilliant snapper-backer for the 
U. C. L. A. eleven, and of Staffler, end for California. 


Rose Bowl Tradition Holds 


Although Nebraska has been selected as Stanford’s rival in the 
game of games on New Year’s Day, one thing is certain—the tradi- 
tion that a Jewish football player will be represented on one of the 
teams that plays in this bowl of bowls (a rose by any other name, 
you know) will continue unbroken. Lee Graff, easily the coast’s 
finest end, is all set to carry on in the manner of Horween and 
Benny Lom and Herb Fleishaker and the score of other Jewish boys 
who have performed in the Rose Bowl tilt during the last twenty 
years. 

Harry “Babe” Hamberg, the mighty mite among the tall oaks 
that comprise the Arkansas eleven, proved one of the fieriest atoms 
to cavort on the grid since Albie Booth played at Yale. Hamberg, 
actually the only man under six feet on the Arkansas first team 
eleven, sparked his club to victory in all but the Fordham game 
when the Arks visited New York. 

And so it goes—there are hundreds of moleskin-clad warriors 
who have not been mentioned in these columns during the football 
season, but, as we mentioned at the beginning of the campaign in 
September, this would be an impossible task since the numbers of 
Jewish football players are increasing constantly from year to year. 

We could easily have picked another Jewish all-American much 
in the same way we did some five and ten years ago but to no pur- 
pose. Our contention still holds good. If the Jewish boys named 
by us were of sufficient caliber to rate national prominence they 
would have been selected by experts around the’country. Our con- 
tention was borne out when Ackerman was chosen by the South, 
Mendelson by the East, Graff by the West, Frutig by the Mid-West 
and Friedman by the North. To be sure, no Jewish back was of 
Tommy Harmon proportions this year so that an entire nation could 
unite and say “You’re tops” as they did to Marshall Goldberg some 
few years back or to Benny Friedman some twelve years ago, but 
for that matter, and here we borrow a phrase from the Brooklyn 
baseball fans: Wait till next year.

CHANUKAH LIGHT 

Professor Albert Einstein will light the Chanukah candle at a 
Chanukah concert given on December 30 at the Jewish Art Theater 
in New York. The concert will be preceded by Maurice Schwartz’s 
presentation of “Yoshe Kalb,” proceeds of which will go to the 
“British war relief committee.” Mrs. Roosevelt leads the list of 
patrons of this affair and may attend the performance which will 
be given in Yiddish. 

Many make the mistake of believing that Chanukah celebrates 
the victory of the Maccabees in a war with the Greeks, whereas 
the war was actually with the Syrians. This point is especially 
important now when we all want to see the Greeks completely vic- 
torious in their war with Italy.

MODERN MACCABEES 

More than 700 Jews in Warsaw staged an anti-Nazi street 
demonstration upon completion of the eight-foot concrete ghetto- 
wall. The Nazi did not succeed in arresting any of the demon- 
strators, since they all disappeared before Nazi units arrived to 
disperse them. 

Dressed in German uniforms, a daring group of Czech patriots 
in Prague stole German army trucks and “took delivery” of 30,000 
rifles from a Prague plant. Neither the men, nor the trucks, nor 
the arms have been found by the Gestapo. Another group stole 
twelve German tanks and armored cars from a motor park in 
Prague and drove them out to some underground hiding place for 
future use. 

In Cracow, the seat of Nazi Governor Frank, a Polish student 
managed to steal a jacket belonging to a German officer. Mounting 
a wagon in the market place he began an impassioned speech in 
Polish urging the Poles to rise to revolt. In no time he had crowds 
of hundreds applauding feverishly. German officers watched ap- 
provingly, marveling at their colleague’s ability to sway this crowd 
of aliens in their native language. Finally one of them sensed 
something wrong and sent for the Gestapo, but before any German 
arrived who could understand the speech, the student had vanished 
and the market place was empty.

of youngsters. The parade winds down the tree-shaded length of 
Rothschild Boulevard and swings up Allenby Road to a vast open 
field on the city’s outskirts. By the time they have all assembled 
there, darkness has fallen. The army of boys and girls is sensed 
rather than seen. Then at a signal each child lights the little 
candle in his Menorah and holds it aloft. In an instant the field 
becomes a rippling lake of tens of thousands of light, with the 
childish faces seeming to float under the fiery surface, childish 
voices filling the night with a vast, high-pitched harmony of song. 

All of this should have been told in the past tense. Chanukah 
is not being observed in such a style this year in Palestine. The 
blackout against air-raids has quenched the big rooftop Menorahs 
and the little ones in the windows and veiled the shop fronts at 
night and barred the children with their candles from the streets. 
But there will be other Chanukahs, when the land of Israel will 
again be set aglow every night for eight nights with myriads of 
candles, 

I remarked before that since observing Chanukah in Palestine 
we aren’t interested in Christmas any more. The children settled 
that. Christmas had always been a big time for them, what with 
presents and the tree and the turkey dinner. But during their first 
Chanukah in the Holy Land, one night when the little Menorah in 
their window had been lighted, without any prompting they said: 
“Mother, we don’t want any more Christmas trees or Christmas 
stockings or presents, even when ge go home to America. Let’s 
always celebrate Chanukah.”

The Editor’ sChair: 

Oddly enough, the improvement 
in the Anglo-Jewish publishing 
field is creating quite a problem 
for me. It used to be my practice 
when the exchanges: arrived to 
throw them in a drawer and then 
in my spare time go through them 
as carefully as their contents 
warranted. 

Then when the Contemporary 
Jewish Record was first puk- 
lished by the American Jewisn 
Committee, I' began taking home 
the more voluminous periodicals 
and pages from the other papers, 
which I would tear out when 
something longer and “heavier” 
than usual attracted me. 

That solved the problem for 
only a short while. Most of the 
Anglo-Jewish papers are nonde- 
script except those few which 
write their own editorials and 
cover their local field comprehen- 
sively. I don’t mean to say that 
the papers are not of interest to 
local readers, but unless their eai- 
torials are home-written and have 
some profundity, and unless they 
go out of their way to get fen- 
ture stories, a glance suffices for 
them. 

But now, what with the new 
dress of “The New Palestine” and 
“The Congress Bulletin,” I find 
I need another answer. I take the 
bunch of material home with me, 
but try as I might I can’t find 
time to go through them all. Both 
the Bulletin and the New Pales- 
tine have many interesting arti- 
eles, not to mention “The Work- 
men’s Circle Call,” and require 
more than just ten or fifteen min- 
utes, if I’m not to miss anything 
worth while. 

On my desk now, to take home 
with me this very moment, is an 
article by Joseph C. Hyman, ex- 
cutive vice chairman of the J. D. 
C., which I read once, but thought 
meaty enough to deserve a sec- 
ond reading; the current issue of 
“The New Palestine,” a brochure 
by the Zionist Organization of 
America on “Membership,” and 
the Nov. 29 issue of “The New 
Palestine” which for some reason 
I didn’t get to finish. when it ar- 
rived that week. 

It is getting so that it’s hard 
to find time to read even The Jew- 
ish Post. 

The improvement in the Anglo- 
Jewish press certainly deserves 
the highest commendation, yet if 
I’m to have any rest at all, I 
suggest to my editorial confreres 
that they lower their high edito- 
tial standards, so for a while at 
least Tt can “take it easy.” 


Poor Statesmanship In Silence 


HE turn of angry opinion in American Jewry 

against England’s unjust action in connection 
with the extra-legal immigrants in Palestine pro- 
vides the climax to a clear exposition of the tight 
hegemony Dr. Chaim Weizmann holds over Zionist 
thinking throughout the world, and offers the 
clearest recent incident of the repeated failure of 
the great scientist as a Zionist leader. 

Even before England had time to prepare a 
statement, Zionist leaders were in the press with 
apologies for England’s cruel decision. Heading 
this list of apologetes for Great Britain was Rabbi 
Stephen S. Wise. 

Let it not be thought that any weakening of 
England’s hand in her fight against the Axis is 
involved. Only one point is germane, and that is 
that England should be responsible for her own 
acts. Even in England many actions of the gov- 
ernment are criticised, and severely too, by op- 
position elements, who are just as concerned with 
the war effort as anyone. 

No official of the Z. O. A, has risen to voice an 


opinion. This might not be so remarkable were 
it not for the fact that all over the United States 
from the rank and file of not only Zionists, but 
American Jewry as a whole, the wrath of the 
mine run of Jews has broken through. Led by a 
few courageous Anglo-Jewish editors, and the 
fine editorial in The Reconstructionist, the ground- 
lessness of England’s official explanation that 
Nazi spies might enter Palestine with the immi- 
grants or the fear of Arab reaction has been 
exposed. 


England is pursuing her last White Paper’s 
decision to cut off all Jewish immigration to 
Palestine. It takes no great knowledge of world 
affairs to understand that if the Zionist leader- 
ship does not change its present policy England 
will continue elatedly and unopposed toward its 
goal of making Palestine a part of the empire 
entirely in its own control and with the Jewish 
population and enterprise stalemated at its pres- 
ent strength. 


A Subject For Alfred Segal’s Column 


LTHOUGH Alfred Segal probably doesn’t need 

the suggestion in this editorial, The Post has- 
tens to call his attention to a speech made by Dr. 
Claude M. Fuess, headmaster of staid, old Phillips 
Academy, Andover, made before the staid, old 
Boston Congregation Club. Both parties to the 
speech were the finest representatives of all that 
is finest in old New England families. 

Said Dr. Fuess: “What the Yankee needs is 
reinvigoration. If he remains isolated he is likely 
tv become like the southern plantation owner in 
‘Gone With the Wind.’ We should not avoid the 
melting pot, for as it boils over we shall have 


new Websters and Adamses to defend our liber- 
ties, even though they bear Polish, Italian and 
Jewish names.” 


Mr. Segal probably will read the notice of the 
speech Friday, and no doubt over the week-end 
will wrote his column, “Plain Talk,” devoting it 
tu Fuess’ talk. Then the column will go to the 
Seven Arts Feature Syndicate office in New York 
for distribution the following week to the Anglo- 
Jewish press. So in several weeks you can read 
Mr. Segal’s quaint interpretation of this bold de- 
duction right here in your own Jewish Post.

Why All American Jewry Not Zionists, Ex- 
plained by Rabbi Eugene Kohn, Managing Editor 
of The Reconstructionist Magazine—The trouble 
with Zionist propaganda in America is that it has 
understated the Zionist case. Zionist prapaganda 
vested its case mainly on secular nationalism. It 
made its appeal in behalf of those elements in 
European Jewry who could not or would not as- 
similate with the non-Jewish majority. This made 
it appear perfectly legitimate for American Jews 
who felt that they could assimilate to do so. It 
made it all right for those who had been taught 
tv think of Judaism as a religion only to feel that 
Zionism had no particular meaning for them. 
They were not necessarily antagonistic to helping 
those Jews who felt themselves maladjusted in 
the diaspora to build up a national home in Pales- 
tine, but they did not identify themselves with the 
enterprise, did not feel that Palestine was their 
national home. 

Even Zionist propaganda based on Ahad Ha- 
am’s conception of spiritual Zionism did not ap- 
peal. It made the basis of adherence to Zionism 
the desire to perpetuate Jewish culture. But most 
American Jews—“in consequence of our many 
sins”—have acquired no Jewish culture and hence 
have no interest in perpetuating it. Hebrew lan- 
guage and literature is as foreign to them as 
Greek. Hence the propaganda left them un- 
affected. 

To appeal to American Jews, Zionist propa- 
ganda should have addressed itself to fundamental 
religious and ethical needs. It should have stressed 
the universal ideals which are implicit in the 
movement. This does not mean that that propa- 
yanda need soft-pedal the national aspect of Juda- 
ism, but that it should stress the relation of Jew- 


Ssh nationalism to universal ethical ideals and 


fundamental religious concepts. Above all, it 
should stress its relation to the ideal of democ- 
racy.

Missionaries to the Jews Needed Says The 
Jewish Ledger of New Orleans—A Smith College 
professor of religion was so impressed with Jew- 
ish ceremonies and the institutional forces which 
cement the bonds within the Jewish home that he 
invited a group of Jewish girls at Smith for a 
Friday evening dinner, and began with the beau- 
tiful Kiddush. Many of the Jewish girls admitted 
they had never seen the ceremony before, 


James G. McDonald, former high commissioner 
for the League of Nations, to deal with refugee 
problems, undertook to learn more about the 
literature and lore of the people with whom he 
had increasingly to work. He studied anew the 
Bible, he read translations of Talmud, he delved 
deeply into every nook and cranny of Jewish lit- 
erature, history, philosophy, belles-lettres, poetry 
and fiction. The more he read the more his ad- 
miration grew. 

Not only this, he determined to tell the many 
Jewish audiences, which clamored for his pre® 
ence, of his admiration, and, as a brilliant scholar, 
he gave examples from Jewish sources, quoted 
chapter, verse, poem, incident and author, 

What was Mr. McDonald’s discovery? Not that 
he had discovered the treasury of Jewish litera- 
ture, of. which so little is known in the broader 
circle without the Jewish fold. He discovered that 
the Jews did not know the sources he quoted, nor 
the names of the books to which he referred. The 
discovery was even more phenomenal—to him— 
than the original reaction to the literature itself. 


Now, it is said, Mr. McDonald sets himself the 
task to acquaint Jewish audiences with Jewish 
literature. 

Such a situation needs no commentary. It is 
unbelievably pathetic. It is short-sighted, it is 
actually unconscious self-denial. But it is more 
than this. It is unnatural and abnormal. 

Every people takes a characteristic pride in its 
culture. Moreover, it take an especial pride in 
inducting its young into the knowledge of its past 
and its Jore. Of course, a generation cannot give 
what it Joes not possess, and perhaps the fault 
in America lies a generation removed. 

Nevertheless, there has been an awakening with- 
in American circles, within the past few years, 
which has produced much, both in translation and 
in original interpretation. There is no excuse for 
ignorance of our literature, except it be indif- 
ference and disinterestedness. 

Peculiarly enough, the Jews are probably the 
best read, the biggest buyers of books, and the 
most interested group in literature, music and art 
of all America’s families. 

Perhaps a few more Smith professors and a few 
more McDonalds may restore Israel to an interest 
its writers, scholars, teachers, speakers and rabbis 
have failed to achieve. More power to such mis- 
sionaries!
